Atlanta, May 28.—A double crisis 


is expected today in the Georgia rail- 
road strike. First will be the start- 
ing of twelve trains which, although 
carrying mail only, will go through a 
community intensely interested as to 
whether white or black firemen, will 
feed the engines and inclined to draw 
inferences from the makeup of the 
crews. The community en masse has 
supported the racial contrition of the 
strikers and grave fear is felt here 
among the men who have been work- 
ing for some solution of the difficulty. 


The second consideration is the fact 


that the fate of the attempts at arbi-* 
tratlon may be known today. 
It Is 


reported that Commissioner of Labor 
Neill has notified General 
Manager 


Scott of the railroad that he must be- 
fore noon make final his decision as 
to whether he will accept arbitration. 


The determination to run the mail 


trains leaves two problems still open 
for settlement: First, in what man- 
ner the negro.:snall i, be allowed 
to 


work; second1/ the question of the in- 
terference with interstate commerce 
and its possible result in federal in- 
tervention. 
The 
conferees 
believe 


that a great gain had been made in 
eliminating the postoffice department's 
dilemma, leaving the federal part of 
the problem for the interstate com- 
merce commission only. 


Peaceful Solution Anticipated 


Washington, May 28.—Federal in- 


tervention at present in the strike of 
the firemen on the Georgia railroad is 
unlikely.

Neill, one of the mediators under the 
Erdman act, is on the ground and is 
keeping in touch with the situation.

Under the circumstances, it is thought 
to be inadvisable for the government 
at this time actively to interfere, lest 
such action induce serious trouble be- 
tween.the races.

This is the time of the year for trimming brush, hedges, etc., along 


the fence lines and roadsides. 
In my travels over the state the fact 


is very noticeable that many farmers persist In throwing the.se trim- 
mings into the side ditches of the roads or else where they may 'Be 
washed Into the ditches. This brush washes down to the culverts and 
lodges across or In the opening to choke the culvert and thereby ob- 
struct the free flow of water, forcing it onto or across the roadbed. The 
result is a vast amount of damage to the traveled roadway. 


No man has a legal or moral right to obstruct a road drain. The 


law is plain upon this. 
But it should not be necessary to penalize 


anybody for this infringement of the law. 
Good roads should be the 


desire of all, and every man should lend his efforts toward keeping 
the roads passable, at least as far as not to throw obstructions in the 
ditches. H is impossible to Keep a firm roadway without drainage, 
and the ditches must be kept open and unobstructed iu order to get 
the drainage. 


I sincerely hope that every man will give this matter some 


thought and consideration. The road officials can not make the roads 
without the aid and interest of the citizenship of the state. Certain- 
ly not if the citizens persist in ignoring the main feature of- a good 
road—that is, drainage. 


It costs money to keep up roads and every property holder is pay- 


ing his part. It requires some of that money to repair a washout or 
water-soaked roadbed caused by an obstructed drain, and withdraws 
just that amount from the general improvement of the road. Do not 
• 
impede your local road official and thereby your own interests by 
carelessly or willfully obstructing Ihe road drains.

Is no color so warm, so full of Joy and 
life, so overflowing with vitality. 


Hod Is the color of glowing Iron—of 


In nature red has 
tens the growth of trees, while at the- 
same time It quickens all rotting and 
decay. Plans grown under red'glass 
will grow four times as quickly as 
under white light, and grow to four 
times their usual 'Geight. 


Red in excess has an evil effect. For 


erample, an excess of red light makes 
one irritable and nervous. In excess 
red produces homicidal mania—the de- 
sire to kill.
